Yards with Flowers and Shrubs — 


Last but not least ... . farms 
where flowers and shrubs are used 
to beautify, are more liveable, at- 
tractive and much more prosper- 
ous looking. Real Estate men say a farm with improved yards 
and grounds has an actual sale value of at least 10% over the 
unimproved. 


One-half acre in garden; one-half acre 
in orchard; a flock of 50 hens; 4 milk 
cows; 6 acres to Sudan grass in sum- 
mer, small grain in winter; 12 acres in 
corn or grain sorghums; 4 acres in hay 
and ensilage crops; 2 acres for sweet 
potatoes, melons, cane for syrup, field 
peas and such crops.

You can quickly determine the 
acreage in any plot of ground 
through the use of this chart, and 
thereby purchase the correct amount 
of seed necessary. 

Step off the length of your tract 
—and the width. Then lay a rule 
across the chart from the number 
of feet length to the number of feet, 
width and the center line tells you 
the acreage in the tract. 

For example, if your plot of 
ground is 400 ft. long by 100 ft. 
wide, place your rule as shown by 
the dotted line on the chart, then 
read the center line, from which you 
will find that you have 9/10 of an 
acre in the tract. If the shape of 
your land is triangular, you would 
divide the acreage shown on the 
center line by %, which would give 
you the total aareage in the triangle.

It Pays To Prepare Flower Beds Well Before Planting 


There are no profound secrets about growing beautiful flowers; 
yet it is necessary to study them, just as you would anything else 
you attempt to raise. The few hints given below will be of assis- 
tance to you: 


sOIlIL—Practically all plants like rich, sandy loam, but other types 
of soil will also produce very satisfactory flowers. Bear in mind, 
however, that heavy soils need applications of fibrous materials and 
must be thoroughly broken and cultivated. Sandy soils usually need 
fertilizers. 


PREPARATION—This is one of the most important factors in gar- 
dening. Work the soil deeply and make the top, for three or four 
inches, as fine and loose as possible. If the soil needs fertilizers, and 
most soils do, consult your local SQUARE BRAND Seed Dealer, or 
write us and we shall be glad to recommend that best suited to your 
needs, if you will tell us the kind of soil you have. 


PLANTING—Many gardeners err in their method of planting, result- 


conditions are correct. A study of the seed is necessary to determine 
that—and again your seedsman or we shall be happy to be of as- 
sistance to you. Moisture should be within your control—especially 
for flowers. To retain moisture after planting, cover the seed im- 
mediately with fine, freshly prepared earth and press it down firmly 
and smoothly. 


CULTIVATION—It is desirable to stir the surface soil during the 
period of growth, since it encourages root development, allows air 
to enter and by forming a mulch, preserves moisture—in addition 
to killing weeds. Cultivation may be deep at first, but as the plants 
grow, it should be shallower, since otherwise it might injure the 
root system.

Annuals—Plants that live and bloom only one season,
